The applicant argued essentially that communications in Ortiz is not with an external network, but with an internal 
network. The examiner disagrees, noting especially figure 5. In paragraph 95, it is made clear that the "network 
connection" need not be local. If the credit card validation machine (e.g. the server) is not local, and is accessed 
across a network, then this qualifies as external access. For example, in a 'network' (such as the Internet) there can be 
Windows and Unix machines, wired and wireless devices, all behaving similarly. 

Referring to the example given by the applicant, a pizza delivery driver could indeed use a wireless device to access a 
gateway (figure 5 of Ortiz) only to achieve credit card verification, making the process simple and transparent to the 
user. 
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
